Area Elections 
Bring Changes

Voters in home rule cities throughout the 


Golden Circle were busy Tuesday electing new 
city councilmen. 


In Dawson a mayor and two councilmen were 


named by write-in votes since no candidates 
were on the ballot. 


In Hubbard one incumbent city councilman 


was defeated, and in Ennis one incumbent 
commissioner retained his office by 14 votes. 


At Emhouse voters named a city secretary 


position for the first time and a third member 
of the city council for the first time to serve 
with the mayor and the two other councilmen. 


Results are as follows: 


Dawson 


DAWSON—Norman Summers gained the 


mayor's office with 48 write-in votes. Other 
write-ins for that office were Leonard Tanner, 
5; Neal Clark, 3; C. M. Newton Jr., 2; James 
Martin, 1; Newton Barron, 1; and C. M. Newton 
HI, 1. 


Collin Bumpers and Bobby Nesmith were 


elected councilmen with 28 and 23 votes, 
respectively. 19 other write-ins received 
varying numbers of votes, including Conrad 
Newton III with 10 votes; 0. R. Lawrence, 9; 
and Jacky Freeland, 8. Newton Barron and 
Wendell Holiday received 7 votes each, while 
Fred Cole and Olin Nesmith each received 5. 
James Taylor received 3 votes, and Ted Hull, 
Roy Raley, Bailey Hull, Conrad Newton Jr. and 
Jim Bogle each received 2 votes. One vote each 
in the council election was cast for Clyde 
Roloff, Mrs. Bobby Nesmith, Norman Sum- 
mers, Michael Lawrence and James Martin. 


A total of 63 persons voted in the election, 


according to Mrs. Roy Raley, city secretary.

HUBBARD—Here, the two open council 


positions were filed by Clyde Sims with 134 
votes and incumbent Virgil Thomas with 114 
votes. 


The number of votes received by other 


candidates include incumbent Gary Murphey 
101; Maxie Ellison, 67; and Robert Humble, 26. 


Election judge Mrs. C. A. Patterson called 


the 226 votes cast "a pretty good turnout for a 
city

ENNIS—Ennis residents chose by 190 votes 


to keep W. D. Murff as mayor of the city. His 
term like those of the councilmen elected this 
time, is for two years. 


Write-in Albert Newberry received two 


votes, and write-ins George Collins and L. C. 
Adams garnered one vote each. 


In the only seriously contested commissioner 


race, incumbent Ward 3 Commissioner Dan C. 
Pomykal beat his opponent Jim Bob Wilson by 
a narrow 117 to 103. 


Incumbent Ward 1 commissioner Raymond 


Caldwell was reelected by 185 votes. One write- 
in vote was cast for John Denny. 


A total of 222 votes were cast, according to 


assistant city secretary Ella Hopkins.

EMHOUSE—Kenneth Ray received 15 votes 


to defeat his opponent Bill Thornton in the 
Emhouse mayor's race. 


Both of the men were already serving as city 


commissioners and, as determined before the 
election, the loser of the mayor's race- 
Thornton, who garnered 2 votes— will now 
continue to serve as a councilman. Thornton 
received 15 votes for the council office, and Ray 
received 2 votes for that position. 


Don Harris was reelected water com- 


missioner by 19 votes. (He also received one 
vote for mayor) and Welden Owens won the 
other commissioner's office with 18 votes. 


The city secretary position was determined 


by an election this year for the first time. 
Shirley Ray won that title, with Alvie Arm- 
strong receiving 2 write-in votes for the 
position. 


There are, for the first time three city 


councilman positions in the town, according to 
the city secretary. Previously, there were only 
the offices of mayor and two councilmen. 


A total of 21 votes were cast in the Emhouse 


election, according to Mrs. Ray.

Collins Scholarship 
Amount Is Increased 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The parents of 


kidnaped Patricia Hearst say they believe the 
Symbionese Liberation Army will keep its 
promise to reveal by Friday where and when it 
will free her. 


In a typed letter delivered Tuesday to the 


editor of an underground newspaper, along 
with a dozen long-stemmed roses and a comic 
greeting card, the SLA said "further com- 
munication will follow in the following 72 
hours" giving "the state, city and time of re- 
lease of the prisoner." 


"Of course we're very pleased to learn that 


the SLA will release Patricia," Randolph A. 
Hearst said in a statement to newsmen at his 
home in suburban Hillsborough. 


"I'm sure they will," added Hearst, editor 


and president of the San Francisco Examiner. 
"I've been sure all along that she was well. And 
if they say they'll release her, I believe it." 


The message, dated March 29, was delivered 


to John Bryan at the office of the biweekly 
Phoenix which he edits. It broke a 23-day 
silence by the terrorist SLA, which dragged the 
20-year-old college coed from her Berkeley 
apartment on Feb. 4.

The Corsicana School Board 


trustees acting as the James L. 
Collins Scholarship 
trustees 


made several policy changes in 
the program Tuesday night, 
which 
aTJdtoded 
eligibility 


requirements, an increase from 
$1,300 
to 
$1,400 
for 
each 


scholarship annually, and a 
provision allowing a Collins 
scholar to request an interview 
because of unusual financial 
hardship. 


The changes did not include 


approving a motion by Dr. Kelly 
Burkhart to allow a Collins 
scholar 
to 
carry-over 
the 


unused 
portion 
of 
the 


scholarship to be used in suc- 
ceeding years. 


Raymond Hampel seconded 


the motion, although he said he 
would vote against it because, of 
the increase in the amount of 
each scholarship and the new 
provision for a Collins scholar 
who finds himself in unusual 
financial hardship to ask for 
extra help. 


The other five members of the 


board concurred with Hampers 
views and voted against the 
measure. 


THE BOARD unanimously 


approved increasing the $1,300 
scholarships to $1,400 after a 
motion by Albert Sanders. 


The board also agreed to that 


the scholarship is to be split half 
and half for each semester. The 
existing policy was that a larger 
portion of the scholarship was 
used during the fall semester 
and the rest was used during the 
spring semester. The change 
included that only one-sixth of 
the total scholarship amount 
would be used for a six-week 
summer school session. 


HAMPEL voiced the motion 


that the eligibility requirement 
for a Collins scholarship be 
changed 
to 
include 
a 


requirement 
that 
applicants 


must attend their last three 
semesters at the Corsicana 
High School. The existing policy 
only stated that any graduate of 
a Corsicana High School who 
ranks scholastically in the top 
one-third of the class and who 
needs financial assistance to 
attend college is eligible. 


Members of the board said 


this was to prevent students 
from transferring to Corsicana 
High only for the purpose of 
receiving a Collins Scholar- 
ship. Sanders said of the current 
applicants, there is one who is 
believed to have transferred to 
the school for that purpose 
alone. 


JOE SEALE, director of the 


Collins Scholarship Program 
for the school board, reported 
that some of the Collins scholars 
have dropped out of school 
because they have not beeen 
able to continue their education 
with the scholarship alone. 


The board approved Mrs. 


Tom Bunch's motion to allow 
Collins scholars who are ex- 
periencing unusual 
financial 


hardship to request an audience 
with the board. Maco Stewart, 
president, said the board will 
not be bound to help the student, 
but that this provision would 
allow the board to grant more 
money to the scholar only after 
thorough investigation. 


THE TRUSTEES discussed 


the 
possibility 
of allowing 


students to live off-campus and 
for the board to pay the rent 
directly 
to 
apartment 


managers. Seale informed the 
board that although only about 
15 per cent of the Collins 
scholars now reside in off- 
campus housing, if the policy is 
changed, about 60 to 70 per cent 
would prefer to not to live in 
dormitories. 


He said most 
dormitories 


were virtually 
unsupervised 


and that many students com- 
plained of the food and not being 
able to study in a dorm. Seale 
said he had inspected most of 
the 
dorms 
where 
Collins 


scholars reside and he felt that 
the dormitories were conducive 
to study but that many of the 
scholarship 
recipients 
had 


complained otherwise. 


The board's action was to 


table any decision until the 
housing situation is studied 
thoroughly. The trustees also 
directed Seale to devise a 
method by which the board 
receives a recipient's grades 
before continuing the second 
semester of the school year. 


THE COLLINS trustees spent 


the rest of the evening in 
executive 
session 
reviewing 


applicants for the scholarships. 
Stewart said winners will be 
announced later in May and 
that the board may also decide 
to change that policy so that the 
names could be announced 
earlier. Stewart said he felt this 
action might have a hearing on 
what college, a student decides 
to attend. 


H.R. STROUBE JR. 


Comm. Nichols said he may 


have a statement to the public 
at a later date, but feels at this 
time he will "in all probability" 
be a candidate for public office 
in the next local election. 


Comm. Nichols said he feels a 


quorem could have been at- 
tained at Tuesday's canvassing 
meeting if the persons involved 
have enough interest. 


He said he feels he proved his 


interest in the city's business 
with 
a 
perfect 
attendance 


record 
at 
all 
commission 


meetings during his 18 months 
in office. 


COMM. STROUBE declined 


comment on the results of the 
election and postponement of 
canvassing this morning when 
contacted by The Daily Sun. 


Efforts to contact Lightfoot, 


Bass, Wendorf, and Comm. 
Fullwood proved unsuccessful. 


When asked this morning by 


The Daily Sun for comment on 
the election results, Mayor 
Youngblood said she is "very 
pleased." 


"I only wanted what's best for 


the citizens of Corsicana," the 
Mayor said. "I think the voters 
made wise decisions, and I hope 
we can get back to attending to 
the business of the city." 


TOTAL NUMBER of persons 


voting in the election is unof- 
ficially 2,416. Last year's total 
voter count was 2,844. 


The voters also approved 


adopting 
a 
collective 


bargaining pact proposed by the 
Corsicana 
Policemen's 
and 


Firemen's 
Associations. 


Unofficial final counts on that 
issue are 1,167 for adoption and 
965 opposed.

that she had no objection to an

District Judge Don Nicholson's 
recommendation through a paid 
advertisement that an outside 
audit of county records be 
conducted because he said he 
felt from his investigations that 
Navarro County was not being 
operated or audited according 
to law. 


The judge listed seven fin- 


dings to support his recom- 
mendation along with an ac- 
count of two episodes which he 
said caused him to doubt "that 
the county's business was being 
handled 
in 
a 
business-like 


manner." Nicholson said when 
he took office his "first shock 
was to learn that the furnishings 
of my office were all claimed to 
be owned by my predecessor 
and were to be removed." He 
said it was recalled, after some 
discussion, that a couch in the 
office belonged to the county, 
although it had no identifying 
marks on it and was not on any

Bowen said: 
"I am not convinced that this 


is the end of our hope to get 
Amtrak from Dallas to Houston. 
I do not have first-hand in- 
formation 
on 
the 
Amtrak 


decision. 


"I will be interested to hear 


and be informed of the actual 
procedural background on the 
decision. However, it is my 
understanding that there are 
going to be some changes on the 
Amtrak board and the decision 


could 
be 
reversed. 
That 


remains to be seen. 


"I think the Southern Pacific 


railroad has been extremely 
unreasonable throughout the 
entire negotiation, and I think 
they have been difficult to work 
with in trying to get this service 
for the citizens of this area. On 
the other side we are disap- 
pointed — I am disappointed — 
that Amtrack as of this moment 
has given up and withdrawn 
their effort. 


"I believe Amtrak has an 


obligation to the citizens of this 
area. Much of Amtrak is sup- 
ported by public tax money. I 
just don't believe they have the 
preogative to all of a sudden 
withdraw. Because it is a semi- 
public transportation, I believe 
they owe it to the citizens to 
provide that train. With the 
energy crisis this is not just a 
passing fancy.

IRS Eyes Bentsen's

WASHINGTON (AP3 - Inter- 


nal Revenue Service auditors 
are checking the 1970-1972 in- 
come tax returns of Senator 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex. 


Bentsen said Tuesday the IRS 


action is a "routine audit." He 
declined to say whether he 
thought the check was political- 
ly motivated. The senator is 
considering running for the 1976 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 


He said the IRS told him of 


the audit three or four months 
ago and that the accounting 
firm that prepared his returns 
is cooperating with the federal 
agency. 


"We gave them all the 


records we could," Bentsen told 
reporters at a news conference. 


Bentsen revealed the audit 


while discussing President Nix- 
on's tax returns. 


He criticized the President 


for deducting the value of pa- 
pers donated to the National 
Archives, saying Nixon ex- 
ercized "very poor judgment in 
taking that kind of charge off 
to get his taxes that low in 
those two years."
